Claims 7 and 25-121 are pending in the application. 



Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 



A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application 
after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for continued 
examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission 
filed on June 18, 2002 has been entered. 

Claim Objections 
The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1.126 
which requires the original numbering of the claims to be preserved 
throughout the prosecution. When claims are canceled, the remaining 
claims must not be renumbered. When new claims are presented, they 
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must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether 
entered or not). 

Misnumbered claims 74-122 been renumbered claims 73-121. 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicants' election with traverse of Group II in Paper No. 9 was 
acknowledged in Paper No. 10. The requirement was deemed proper and 
was therefore made FINAL. 

Subject matter not embraced by the elected invention of Group II 
and claims 25-36 (subject matter of non-elected Group I) are withdrawn 
from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 142(b), as being drawn 
to a nonelected invention. Applicant timely traversed the restriction 
(election) requirement in Paper No. 9. 



Rejections made in the previous Office Action have been overcome. 
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Claim Objections 

Claim 64 is objected to for being substantial duplicate of claim 63. 
When two claims in an application are duplicates, or else are so close in 
content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in 
wording, it is proper after allowing one claim to reject the other as being 
a substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. M.P.E.P. 706.03 (k). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 

112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 37-71, 120 and 121 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out 
and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 
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Claims 37-71 lack antecedent basis from claim 7 (note that in 
claim 7 is not allcyl). Claims 69-71, 120 and 121 lack antecedent basis 
from claim 7 (note that in claim 7 has a maximum of 24 carbon 
atoms). 



Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 7 is objected to for containing non-elected subject matter. 
Claim 7 presented directed solely towards the elected invention of Group 
II would be allowable over the art of record. Claims 72-1 19 are objected 
to for depending on claim 7.
